1, 19 24, is 112,826.000, according to estim ate of the 
National Bu reau of Economics Research. This shows 
a gain of almost 2,000,000 in one year. The last half 
of 19 23 showed the most rem ark able increase in 
popu lation that perhaps has ev er been k nown in the 
history of this cou ntry. The net increase, for the six 
months, was 1.162,000. 
While this cou ntry’s popu lation is increasing 
rapidly and su bstantially, yet there is little thou ght 
at this tim e of ov er-crowding. The United 
States 
cou ld hav e a popu lation twice as great as a t present 
and yet not begin to feel the pinch of crowding. This 
cou ntry cou ld su pport hu ndreds of millions and not 
be so densely inhabited as Holland and Belgiu m. 
And yet. it is well to k eep in the m ind 'of the 
people the fu tu re statu s of this cou ntry. F or this 
generation is a stew ard, in a way, for the generations 
to come.

HOW IS YOUR TUBING? 
In other days it w as not u nu su al for a man to 
greet a friend w ith this salu tation: “How is you r 
liv er?” There w as a basis for it of cou rse, becau se 
v ou r whole ou tlook on life depends to a large exten 
on you r liv er. As m entioned prev iou sly practically 
twenty-fiv e per cent of you r blood is alw ays in the 
liv er, depositing food stu ffs and extracting wastes. 
Any u ndu e delay there with the circu lation m eans 
a slu ggishness of the entire system , becau se the >i e 
thick ens u p, and its flow is thereby impeded. 
And you will rom em bsr that the bile is a big 
factor in health. It not only break s u p you r fats, bu t 
actu ally tak es care of poisonou s m atter, íendeiing 
it harm less to the system. You will rom em bei also 
that it i-s a natu ral pu rgativ e. You can readily see 
the common sense then in the salu tation, "H ow is 
you r liv er?” 
Bu t in these days it is not u nu su al to hear a cou ­ 
ple of middle aged folk s talk abou t their blood pres- 
su re. 
It wou ld appear that “operations” are not dis­ 
cu ssed to the same extent as they were. And so you 
will hear one chap say, “ I’m cu tting down a bit on 
my m eats, as my doctor tells me my blood pressu re 
is a trifle high.” A nother will say that, hav ing had 
a nu m ber of attack s of tonsilitis, and his blood pres­ 
su re being too high, his doctor is of the opinion that 
some of the inflam m atory m aterial has inju red his 
arteries and tak en some of the elasticity ou t of 
them. And so m any of these people hav e begu n to 
talk abou t their arteries as their tu bing. 
If they can k eep the elastic in the walls of the 
tu bing in good shape, then their blood pressu re will 
not go u p any higher. 
As m entioned before, when 
the walls get hard, fibrou s tissu e tak ing the place 
of the elastic tissu e, natu rally the heart has to pu mp 
the blood at higher pressu re throu gh these 
hard 
tu bes, and the pressu re goes u p. The arteries might 
get alm ost lik e the hard stem of a clay pipe. In fact 
you hav e heard the expression that the arteries were 
lik e “pipe ste m s” in some of ou r older people. 
And the greatest thing in the world to prev ent 
hard arteries is to eat less food, and to tak e enou gh 
exercise to k eep the intestine activ e. 
T here are 
m any other things blamed for cau sing hardening of 
the arteries, and it m u st be adm itted that heredity is 
a big factor, bu t the physicians on tliib, and the other 
side of the w ater, are alm ost completely in accord 
in stating that ov ereating and constipation are the 
most frequ ent cau ses.
